(uch state, instead of forcing it upon 
states by federal amendment. 

This is believeid to be the first time 
in the history of the state that a 
woman has been a delegate to a poli- 
tical convention. 

A stirring address by Congress- 
man W. J. Fields, of the Nlkith dis- 
trict, was a feature of the convention 
Mr. Fields said that the eyes or the 
nation wilt be upon the 8th dlsttlcs 
in the election this fall.

Robin Cooper Murdered At Nash- 
ville — Married Milton H. 
Smith's Daughter 



(By A.880ciated PresB) 

Nashville, Tenn., August 30— 
Bearing bullet wounds and othe« 
marks of violence, the body of 
Robin J. Cooper, a Nashville at- 
yer, who, after a sensational trial, 
was acquitted of the murder of 
former tJnited States Senator 
Edward W. Carmack in 1908, was 
found in a creek near here today. 

Cooper had been missing since 
Thursday. His body was discov- 
ered^ 100 yards from a bridge 
where his deserted, blood-shat- 
tered automobile was' ^ound ear- 
ly today. 

'Die police learned that an au- 
tomobile stopped at the Cooper 
home in Belle Meade Park, a su- 
burb, Thursday night, the occu- 
pant seeking a fresh supply of 
gasoline. Cooper got but of his 
own car and accompanied the 
man to a garage.. He had* not 
been seen since. 

Examination of the body show- 
ed that Cooper was shot through 
the head; also br,uise on the fore- 
head. The condition of the cloth- 
ing indicated the body had been 
dragged some distance. I^eigh- 
bors told the police that Cooper 
drew $10,000 from a local bank 
several days ago. It is supposed 
the murderer was aware of that 
fact and enticed him from home 
on the supposition he had money 
on his person.

Fmith, president of the Louisville 
and Nashville- railroad, Mn Louis- 
ville, Ky.

The general impression 
seems to be that Jones has had a 
good lesson and that he will be found 
in no further trouble.
